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SPIRIT OF ROSIE LIVES ON AS FINAL FUNDRAISING WALK TAKES PLACE 



‘HER spirit lives on within us and by help¬ 
ing so many others as well’ - the words of 
the mother of Rosie Ross as 400 people took 
part in a charity walk in memory of the 
teenager who was stabbed to death. 

This year marked the last year of the 
annual event, called Rosie’s Walk, which 
has been held at the Aldridge Old Airport 
in Bosty Lane in aid of the Rosie’s Helping 
Hands charity. 

The charity is dedicated to the life of 
Rosie Ross, who was killed, aged 16, while 
on a shopping trip with a friend in Birming¬ 
ham in 2001. The walk is the largest fund¬ 
raising event organised by the charity and 
was set up by Rosie’s parents Karen and 
Sean Ross, from Aldridge, in 2002. 


Mr and Mrs Ross said that they did not 
want the event to go on any longer than 
that of Rosie’s life. The charity has raised 
money for a number of good causes in Wal¬ 
sall and other areas of the West Midlands 
and sees many people go on either a one or 
three mile walk. 

Karen, 55, and Sean, 57, originally set up 
the walk as a one-off fundraiser to buy some 
equipment for the A&E department at Bir¬ 
mingham’s City Hospital where Rosie was 
taken after she was fatally stabbed. 

Karen, aged 55, said: “We never thought 
the walk would get this big. When we first 
started it was only for a year as a one-off 
thing. 

“We have had fantastic weather and a 


great turnout, so it is lovely to be able to 
finish on a high like this. 

“It is of course very emotional too. We 
would like to thank everyone who has sup¬ 
ported us over the past 15 years as we could 
not have done it without them. 

“Rosie’s spirit lives on within us and by 
helping so many others as well.” 

Walkers were encouraged to wear flowers 
in their hair during the trek in memory of 
what Rosie wore the last time she left home. 

John Frajcher, a family friend who was 
taking part in the three mile walk, added: 
“Today is quite poignant but I know that 
people will still continue to donate to the 
charity and that way Rosie will always be 
remembered.” 


M'WAY CHAOS AS 
LORRY TIPS OVER 


A LORRY which overturned and spilled diesel on the 
M6 caused major delays for drivers as Highways 
England closed three lanes to carry out emergency 
repairs. 

Drivers faced ‘severe’ delays northbound between junctions 10, 
for Walsall, and 13, for Stafford, after three lanes were closed on 
Monday following the diesel spillage, which was caused after the 


lorry overturned and shed its loai 
aging four cars in the process. 

The overturned lorry led to the driver 
being reported for driving a vehicle in a 
dangerous condition. 

The diesel spillage led to Highways 
England having to close three lanes be¬ 
tween junction 12, for Cannock, and 13. 

The delays were so severe they 
stretched back to junction 10 - some 
13 miles away. More than 100 litres of 
diesel was spilt across 200 metres of 
carriageway, making it ‘unsafe for road 
users’, according to Highways England 
bosses. Despite the incident happening 
at 7.30am, the three lanes between junc¬ 
tions 12 and 13 were still closed at 5pm, 
as Highways England had to clean up 
the surface. 

Consultation 

Meanwhile, final layout plans for a 
£65 million overhaul at Junction 10 of 
the M6 will be decided over the coming 
months following a public consultation. 

In December last year Walsall Coun¬ 
cil and Highways England invited 
businesses, residents and road users 
to public events across the borough to 
find out more about the proposals for 
the redesign and reconstruction of M6 
Junction 10, which is aimed at tackling 
congestion. 

Of the more than 200 respondents 
who took part in the survey, 92 per cent 
were in support of the scheme, but with 
no overall preferred option for one of the

two major designs. The £65m project 
will also see improvements to the A454 
Black Country Route and the nearby 
junction of Wolverhampton Road, Blox- 
wich Lane and Tempus Drive. 

The two preferred options put for¬ 
ward to improve the junction will see 
the demolition of the existing bridges 
alongside the construction of either 
two new straight four lane bridges or 
two new curved four lane bridges. The 
council and Highways England will now 
work together to develop a final design 
option to improve the junction. 

That final option will be selected and 
then announced in the autumn. 

Councillor Lee Jeavons, portfolio 
holder for transport and regeneration 
said: “The consultation shows there is 
overwhelming support for something to 
be done at this junction. 

“The original junction is now decades 
old and in order to cope better with to¬ 
day’s traffic volumes it really needs to 
be rebuilt so that we can reduce conges¬ 
tion and improve safety.” 

The project aims to cut congestion 
on the A454 Black Country Route east- 
bound, and roads such as the A454 
Wolverhampton Road, B4464 Wolver¬ 
hampton Road West and Bloxwich Lane. 

Bridges over the M6 will be replaced.

Inspectors 
said their level of caring required improve¬ 
ment.

Stacey’s grandmother Hilary Morris, 
known jokingly to the family as ‘Nanna 
Dragon’, said: “Stacey was beautiful, lov¬ 
ing, kind. She was my first granddaughter, 
and I loved her. I’ve never known anybody 
with so much strength. She went though 
all that and still had a sense of humour.” 

Her father Dean Nightingale said: “She 
was the strongest girl I’ve ever known. A 
true fighter, all the way to the very end.” 

The family were also touched to receive a 
message of condolence from Stacey’s idol 
Gareth Gates, who she met after efforts 
by friends and who also sent her a video 
wishing her well on her wedding day at St 
Bartholemew’s Church in Wednesbury on 
June 25.

Passage of time not good for alleyway 



Butlers Passage, Walsall, which had hundreds of thousands of pounds spent on revamping it is now full of graffiti 


GRAFFITI, faded paintwork and 
the unmistakable smell of urine 
- that is the sorry state of a town 
centre alleyway that had a half a 
million pound arty makeover. 

Butlers Passage has been the 
butt of many jokes since £525,366 
was spent on revamping it in 2004 
with many questioning whether 
the staggering sum of money was 
too much to spend on such a small 
area. 

But since, the walkway which 
links the bus station with Park 
Street, has been targeted by van¬ 
dals and become a hive for anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour including drunken 


yobs urinating up the walls on a 
regular basis. 

Councillor Aftab Nawaz, who 
represents the town centre, said 
the alleyway was once again in 
need of some attention, following 
the original investment stumped 
up by former development agency 
Advantage West Midlands and the 
European Regional Development 
Fund. 

He said: “Butlers Passage is in¬ 
famous. It is a bit of a running joke 
that all of that money went up But¬ 
lers Passage and got lost. 

“People come to Walsall Town 
Centre and complain about the 


shops and we need to look at the 
kind of experience they get when 
they come in. 

“There is regeneration going 
on which is welcome but there 
has been a lack of targeted in¬ 
vestment.” The Labour council¬ 
lor added: “For me it was a lot of 
money to spend on something that 
has been allowed to become dilap¬ 
idated.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“While there is recognition Butlers 
Passage could do with some work it 
has got to fit in with a lot of work 
in the town centre which is more 
pressing.” 


Anger after 
medics are 
attacked in 
incidents 

A PATIENT allegedly threatened two 
paramedics who came to his aid with a 
12-inch knife in the Black Country, the 
region’s ambulance service has revealed. 

It happened last Tuesday when an 
ambulance was called to an address in 
Portobello at 8.30pm. The 30-year-old 
patient allegedly threatened two para¬ 
medics inside the vehicle with the knife. 

Police officers attended and arrested 
the man on suspicion of affray and pos¬ 
session of cannabis. 

It happened on the same day a para¬ 
medic, called Amy, was assaulted after 
attending a call to reports of an uncon¬ 
scious man on Hagley Road in Harborne 
at 9am. 

The service said as two paramedics 
attempted to move the patient, aged in 
his 20s, into the back of the ambulance, 
he lashed out. 

Amy suffered a fractured wrist, the 
other unnamed male paramedic suffered 
knee and back injuries. 

It resulted in another ambulance 
needing to be called to escort their col¬ 
leagues to Birmingham City Hospital. 

The injuries sustained by the male 
paramedic means he will also be pre¬ 
vented from treating other patients for 
a while. 

A 22-year-old man was arrested on 
suspicion of two counts of assault. 

Posting a photograph of the broken 
wrist sustained by one of their para¬ 
medics on their Facebook page, an am¬ 
bulance service spokesman said: “It’s 
enough to make your blood boil. This is 
Amy’s broken wrist.”

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Helpline 
on forced 
marriages 
inundated 

A FORCED marriage helpline re¬ 
ceived more than one call every day 
on average over the last two years 
from people in the West Midlands liv¬ 
ing in fear. 

UK charity Karma Nirvana had a 
total of 771 calls to its helpline be¬ 
tween April 2014 and March this year. 

A forced marriage - where one or 
both people do not consent to the mar¬ 
riage - is recognised in the UK as a 
form of violence against women and 
men, domestic/child abuse and a seri¬ 
ous abuse of human rights. 

The calls to the helpline were made 
between April 2014 and March this 
year. 

There was a particular surge in calls 
made between July 2014 and June the 
following year, with 530 made in the 
space of 12 months. 

Since then call handlers have expe¬ 
rienced a fall in the number of calls, 
receiving around 21 each month. 

But the the summer period is 
known to police to be a risk period 
with many parents using the school’s 
summer holiday as an opportunity to 
take their children abroad where they 
are forced into a marriage. 

Figures released by West Midlands 
Police show there have been just 12 
forced marriage offences reported to 
the force in 2014 and 2015. 

However there were 64 other crimes 
reported to the force in the two-year 
period which were recorded with a 
‘forced marriage marker’ meaning 
forced marriage is related to or is a 
component of the offence. 

The figures followed a Freedom of 
Information request.

WALSALL College’s Students Union 
has been given an award for its com¬ 
mitment to preserving the environ¬ 
ment. 

The college has run a number of 
environmental campaigns in recent 
years, resulting in the group being 
given the further education union 
of the year award at the 2016 NUS 
Green Impact awards.

A CENTENARIAN with a penchant 
for photography snapped up a letter 
from the Queen for her 100th birth¬ 
day. Alice Mason, of Willenhall, who 
was born on July 10, 1916, in Pem¬ 
broke Dock, was swamped with cards, 
presents and surrounded by family 
and friends at her house. 

Son Edward, 66, said she had led 
an eventful life in India, Wales and 
the Black Country, and was narrowly 
missed during a German air strike in 
World War Two. 

He said: “She was born in Pem¬ 
broke Dock but moved to India aged 


of six. Her father came from Coseley. 
He was a soldier. His regiment was 
the Kings Shropshire Light Infantry 
and were stationed in India for a long 
time. 

“So she moved to Bombay and 
stayed there for 12 years. She was 
there from 1922-24 and didn’t come 
back until she was 18. She came 
back and lived in Pembroke Dock 
again. She was there when the Ger¬ 
man bombers targeted the oil tanks 
in 1940. The fire burned for 10 days 
straight. Over 100 fire engines went 
over to Wales, including some from 


Birmingham. She trained as a ma¬ 
chine operator and moved to Wednes- 
field, where she met my father. They 
married in 1946 and lived in Heath 
Town. He died in 1970. 

Mrs Mason is the eldest of 10 and 
two of her sisters, Ivy and Patty, and 
one brother, Leslie, are still alive. Her 
other siblings Kenneth, Frida, Jean, 
Olive, Clifford and Ivor passed away. 

The keen photographer’s talent 
also bagged her a competition win 
with the Express & Star during the 
1950s, with a picture of her son, Ed¬ 
ward. 


John's going overboard 
with dream of lifetime 


A PENSIONER has fulfilled his lifelong dream to live 
on a boat - despite not being able to swim and be¬ 
ing scared of water. 

John Haydon, aged 74, from Bloxwich, has not been on a 
boat for more than 60 years and is so scared of water that 
he’s done no more than dip his toe in the sea since he was 


a teenager. 

The pensioner hit his head 
while learning to swim 65 years 
ago and nearly drowned, leaving 
him with a crippling fear of open 
water. But he’s also harboured 
a secret desire to captain a ship 
and in a brave bid to tackle his 
phobia, he decided to sell up his 
house and buy a narrowboat, 
named the Britannia. 

John said: “I know it seems 
a bit odd for someone who’s so 
scared of water to start living on 
a boat, but it’s the only way I’ve 
beaten my fears. When I was a 
young boy, I always dreamed of 
being a sea captain, but when I 
nearly drowned when learning 
to swim, I couldn’t face getting 
back in the water again. 

Vessel 

“I was torn between my love 
for boats and feeling as though 
I couldn’t even think about get¬ 
ting on one. But when my wife 
passed away two years ago, I re¬ 
alised life is short, and I had to 
seize the day.” 

The grandad of six had always 
dreamt of being a captain of his 
own vessel, despite never set¬ 
ting foot on one before. 

John, who is moored at Mer¬ 
cia Marina in Derby, has spent 
the past six months learning 
how to drive the boat and is hop¬ 
ing to finally set sail at the end 
of this year. He added: “I’ve al¬ 
ways been fascinated with boats 
and ships though so when it was 
time to downsize I decided to 
give it a go. 

“I had to sell all of my fur¬ 
niture, I couldn’t take my 
favourite armchair with me un¬ 
fortunately. People often think 
a small narrowboat will be 
cramped but it’s actually a bit

of a Tardis and feels really spa¬ 
cious. I brought my shih tzu dog 
Dizzy with me too, he’s scared of 
the water but we’ve both com¬ 
bated our fears together.” 

After his wife, Ann, passed 
away nearly two years ago Mr 
Haydon realised life was too 
short not to fulfil his lifelong 
dream. And after meeting his 
long lost sister, Diane Messer, 
60, from Tennessee, in 2014, 
John sprung his boat goal into 
action before finally buying the 
Britannia in February. 

“When I lost Ann my whole 
world came crashing down, I 
didn’t know what to do with my¬ 
self,” he said. “Buying the nar¬ 
rowboat has been the best thing 
I’ve ever done, there’s a great 
community here and everyone 
gets on so well. My sister and 
her husband, Doug, travelled all 
the way from Tennessee to stay 
on the boat with me, we had 
such a laugh.” 

John’s new partner, also 
named Ann, has been on hand 
to help. He said: “I met Ann 
when I went to a dance class 
by myself for the first time last 
year, she was the teacher. I had 
two left feet but she’s taught me 
some moves and is always there 
to help. All of my friends and 
family told me over and over 
not to live on a narrowboat, but 
Ann backed me every step of 
the way. We’ve had some great 
laughs, when I first switched the 
heating on for the first time the 
whole boat filled with smoke. 

“I thought the Britannia was 
going down but thankfully it 
was just the old diesel burning!”

A PROJECT has been launched to 
start a boxing club in Darlaston in a 
bid to tackle anti-social behaviour.

POLICE are set to take action on 
problem drinkers in a Walsall neigh¬ 
bourhood. Officers from the Bloxwich 
East neighbourhood team have as¬ 
sured residents in Valley Road they 
will address issues regarding drinking 
in the street. 

Sgt Michael Sansbury said: “We 
have been spending time talking with 
residents where anti-social behaviour 
is often reported. Incidents such as 
noisy arguments are being reported 
and we are going to be placing restric¬ 
tions on those people in conjunction 
with the council and Whg. 

“We are also working with the New 
Horizons team who run the Blakenall 
Heath Centre to organise activities for 
young people over the summer.” 

Crowd-funding 
boost for club 

A CROWD funding campaign to raise 
money for a football club hit by van¬ 
dals has hit the £1,100 mark. 

Red Star AFC in Aldridge, which is 
a not-for-profit organisation helping 
more than 200 youngsters from Wal¬ 
sall play the game, was targeted by 
thieves on Sunday July 10 - just hours 
after hosting a charity game. 

Around £5,000 worth of damage 
was caused during the break in, while 
a safe containing £1,000 was also tar¬ 
geted. The club have set up a crowd 
funding site on Just Giving, with do¬ 
nations passing the £1,100 mark over 
the weekend. 

Resurfacing set to 
continue into August 

OVERNIGHT resurfacing works on 
Caldmore road are to continue until 
after the end of the month with driv¬ 
ers warned to expect delays. 

Caldmore Road have been shut be¬ 
tween the junctions of Vicarage Place 
and Corporation Street every night, 
7pm until 6am, since last week and 
will be carrying on until Tuesday, Au¬ 
gust 2.

colleges extremism warning 


Ofsted in 

COLLEGES are ‘falling short’ in 
protecting students from the risk of 
radicalisation and extremism, a re¬ 
port by education watchdog Ofsted 
warns. 

Sandwell College, Dudley College 
of Technology and Walsall College 
were among those visited as part of 
a UK-wide monitoring programme. 

Inspectors found that some stu¬ 
dents were easily able to bypass col¬ 
lege online security settings, with 
one having watched an Islamic State 
propaganda video featuring a be¬ 


heading. Others had visited websites 
selling firearms. 

The six-month investigation exam¬ 
ined how well colleges, sixth-forms 
and other education providers have 
implemented the Prevent coun¬ 
ter-extremism strategy brought in 
for colleges last September. 

Ofsted’s Paul Joyce said there 
was ‘poor practice that I’ve no doubt 
would shock parents and learners 
alike.’ The report was based on spe¬ 
cific visits to 37 further education 
and skills providers combined with 


findings from 46 regular inspections 
or monitoring visits between Novem¬ 
ber last year and May. 

Inspectors found that general fur¬ 
ther education colleges and sixth- 
form colleges were ‘making good 
progress’ in carrying out the Prevent 
duties. Some had taken a strong line 
on internet access, implementing 
‘stringent firewalls’ and a few even 
blocking internet access on students’ 
personal devices whilst they are on 
college premises. 

Independent providers came out 


of the report worst, with a quarter 
of those inspected not having imple¬ 
mented a single aspect of the Prevent 
policy, ‘putting students’ safety po¬ 
tentially at risk’. 

Six providers visited had no ar¬ 
rangements in place to check the 
suitability of outside speakers. 

In another, inspectors found a mul¬ 
ti-faith room in a remote part of the 
premises, largely unchecked, which 
was dominated by Muslim students 
who operated ‘inappropriate gender 
segregation’. 


Outcry after claims of 
ducks hit by drivers

RESIDENTS have expressed 
outrage over ‘speeding 
drivers’ after claims that 
another three birds were 
killed near a Walsall nature 
reserve. 

A petition, backed by more 
than 3,500 people, was launched 
last month after four cygnets 
were believed to have been in¬ 
tentionally run over near the 
Stubbers Green nature reserve, 
in Aldridge. 

People who signed the petition, 
which called for new traffic calming 
measures, claimed two of the young 
swans were killed instantly, while 
another two were seriously injured. 

Now, residents are outraged after 
claims that three ducks have also 
been run over and left at the side

of Stubbers Green Road. Resident 
Wayne Mace said: “Baby swans were 
killed at Stubbers Green and three 
ducks have now been killed because 
of speeding in the area. 

“We told Walsall Council how dan¬ 
gerous the road is that goes through 
the area where the birds are. 

“We want something done about 
it. 

“Birds are killed all the time and 
people are sick of it. It’s only a mat¬ 
ter of time before it happens again.” 

Incident 

The petition, called ‘Save Our 
Cygnets at Stubbers Green, Walsall’ 
was set up on website change.org 

It was signed by 3,150 people in 
just four days. 

Supporters have asked for more 


to be done to protect the birds. In 
the wake of the second incident, the 
petition has started to gather more 
pace, with nearly 3,700 people now 
backing the campaign. 

Ann Lawrence, who set up the 
petition, said: “Three young female 
ducks were run over and killed in 
front of my eyes by a speeding driver 
on Tuesday afternoon. 

“Stubbers Green is a 20mph zone 
but drivers do not slow down. 

“I appeal to everyone to share the 
petition so that Walsall Council has 
to take notice.” 

Emily Turner, who also signed the 
petition, added: “So sad to hear this! 
All it takes is an extra few minutes to 
be patient and wait for them to cross. 

“The signs are clearly not working 
so perhaps speed bumps should be 
put either side of where they cross, 
cars will have to slow down then.”

The RSPCA investigated the ini¬ 
tial incident after complaints were 
made to them. 

A spokeswoman at the time said: 
“We would be very concerned if 
a driver intentionally caused the 
deaths of two cygnets as described in 
this very sad incident which occurred 
in Stubbers Green, in Walsall, on 
June 8. 

“This has been reported to us and 
we are looking into it.” 

The charity urged anyone who 
witnessed the incident, saw the 
white Fiat car involved or knew the 
identity of the driver to call 0300 123 
8018. 

Walsall Council was unavailable 
for comment.

The chances of survival are drasti¬ 
cally improved by using a defibrillator, 
with a 90 per cent survival rate if one 
is used within a minute of collapse. 

Tracey Coles, head teacher, said: 
“We are so delighted to be receiving 
the defibrillator from the CRRF. 

“With over 1500 individuals on our 
site in any given day plus the local 
Methodist church only a stone’s throw 
away it’s a valuable community re¬ 
source that could prevent a tragic and 
all too often unnecessary loss of life.” 

A number of older pupils and staff 
will be trained on how to use the de¬ 
fibrillator. Lindsay Charles, Deputy 
Head teacher said “We are an ex¬ 
tremely sporty and active school and 
spend a lot of time out on our large 
field. As such it’s really important for 
us to be able to respond quickly in the 
event of a collapse.” 


Pupils open up 
to eyecare tips 

SCHOOLCHILDREN in Walsall en¬ 
joyed an eye-opening lesson when 
they were visited by a local optician. 

Susanna Vass, a dispensing optician 
at Specsavers in Brownhills, visited 
Highfields Primary School. 

She gave a talk about how eyes 
work and the importance of keeping 
them healthy as they grow up. The 
school also received free vision screen¬ 
ing software from the branch, ena¬ 
bling pupils to get their sight checked 
in the classroom. 

Designed to be operated by teach¬ 
ers, the three-minute screening test 
can detect the most common eye prob¬ 
lems that affect children, such as long 
and short sight, lazy eye and squints.

Independent 
probe starts 
over death 
of man, 24 

AN independent investigation into 
the death of a man at Walsall’s Manor 
Hospital has finally been launched - 
following two failed attempts. 

Mark Ankrett died at the hospital 
in November 2013 after suffering a 
bleed to the brain - but his care over 
six years led his mother Tracey to 
make two official complaints. 

Among the concerns, his family 
claim he was refused an MRI scan de¬ 
spite their wishes. The family of the 
24-year-old, from Bloxwich, have been 
waiting for an independent external 
review into their son’s care to start - 
at the third attempt. 

Now, London based firm Verita has 
opened an investigation into what 
happened. The investigation will look 
into the care Mr Ankrett received 
at both the Manor Hospital and the 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital in Birming¬ 
ham. Mr Ankrett, who was diagnosed 
with epilepsy as a youngster, would 
regularly suffer seizures which would 
require hospital treatment. 

In 2007, doctors found a five-cen¬ 
timetre growth - called an arterio¬ 
venous malformation - on his brain. 

After appointments with the hospi¬ 
tal’s neurology department every six 
months, in May 2011 they stopped 
without explanation. 

In November 2013, Mr Ankrett 
collapsed and was admitted back to 
Manor Hospital - just three days after 
he had received treatment at Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital. Three hours after 
being admitted, Mr Ankrett’s parents 
were told he had a massive bleed on 
his brain and he was being put on 
life support. An hour later his family 
were told they would turning off the 
life support machine. 

Two years ago, Mark’s mother 
Tracey launched an online petition 
calling for an ‘open and honest’ in¬ 
vestigation into what happened dur¬ 
ing her sons time at the Manor. More 
than 1,000 people have since signed 
the petition on change.org. 

Bakery homes 
plan rejected 

CONTROVERSIAL plans to build 80 
homes on a former bakery site in Wal¬ 
sall have been refused - despite being 
recommended for approval. 

The old Maple Leaf site in Raleigh 
Street, Birchills, was set to be replaced 
with 80 new homes under plans orig¬ 
inally recommended for approval by 
Walsall Council development officers. 

However, a final decision notice 
signed off by head of planning Steve 
Pretty now says the plans should not 
go ahead. 

The scheme prompted a petition 
from locals calling for a one-way traf¬ 
fic system to be introduced in Raleigh 
Street on the opposite side of the site, 
because they feared more residents 
would add to existing congestion prob¬ 
lems in the area. 

The plans have been refused due 
to concerns over access, over develop¬ 
ment and a lack of amenities. 


Chinese exchange students in VIP visit

CHINESE VIPs visited Walsall for 
a week as part of an exchange pro¬ 
gramme, staying with pupils from 
one of the town’s schools. 

The Mayor of Walsall, Councillor 
Kath Phillips, hosted the Chinese 
group in the Mayor’s Parlour. 

They are staying with pupils from 
Queen Mary’s Grammar School who 
are learning Mandarin. 

The group, from Leshan in the 
Sichuan province in western China, 
were taken into Walsall Council’s 
chamber to see how the town’s local 
democracy works. 


Queen Mary’s headteacher Tim 
Swain said: “Last year we sent 24 
students to China for three weeks. 
They spent 10 days actually living in 
the school so became really immersed 
in the language and culture. The part¬ 
nership started between our respec¬ 
tive schools and others in the USA, 
Australia and Hong Kong in 2013 is 
a fantastic way for the students in¬ 
volved to gain an understanding of 
other cultures at a grass roots level.” 

The Mayor was asked by visitors 
what she does in her role and how the 
next one will be chosen. 


While they are here the students 
have been visiting popular spots like 
Warwick Castle, Stratford-upon-Avon 
and Cadbury World. They also took a 
weekend trip to Wales for outward 
bound activities. 

On what they had got up to during 
their time while based in the Mid¬ 
lands, Councillor Phillips said: “It 
sounds nearly as busy as a Mayoral 
week.” Leshan hosts the largest stone 
Buddha in the world and the Mount 
Emei Scenic Area, which lies near the 
city, was made a World Heritage Site 
by UNESCO 20 years ago. 


Fury after patients' 
letters sent in error 


PRIVATE details of 30 people - in¬ 
cluding test results - were wrongly 
sent to a single person by the NHS 
trust which runs Walsall Manor 
Hospital. 

A patient registered with the hospital 
received an envelope addressed to her 
containing her own test results in May - 
but loose inside the envelope were anoth¬ 
er 30 patient letters. 

The letters were intended for a GP practice 
and contained confidential personal informa¬ 
tion, names, addresses and diagnosis results. 

A second similar incident occurred around 
the same date, whereby a patient received an¬ 
other batch of correspondence intended for an¬ 
other GP practice. 

The data breach was discussed at a recent 
Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust board meeting, 
where it was brought up as part of a serious 
incident report summary. 

A statement in the report discussed reads: 
“The patient contacted the GP surgery to ad¬ 
vise of this error and made arrangements to 
personally hand deliver the envelope contain¬ 
ing all the correspondence the same evening to 
the GP surgery. 

Inexcusable 

“A documented process will be created and 
approved to support staff in daily tasks.” 

The trust say they have introduced a ‘doc¬ 
umented procedure for distribution of clinical 
correspondence to GP’s’ since the incident to 
avoid it happening again. 

Walsall North MP David Winnick called the 
error ‘horrible and inexcusable’. 

He said: “I have expressed my concerns 
about the Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust and 
Manor Hospital numerous times in the past 
and their need to get out of special measures. 

“I have been hopeful that they could shake 
themselves up but incidents like these natu¬ 
rally make me pessimistic. The local commu¬ 
nity will once again be most disappointed.” 

The trust was placed in special measures 
by the CQC back in January, with inspectors 
declaring that ‘significant improvement’ was 
immediately needed in a number of areas, in¬ 
cluding maternity services and emergency care. 

Bosses at the hospital claim that work is 
already under way to improve the situation 
through extra staff and investment, while tar¬ 
geting an escape from special measures by next 
year. 


Outstanding rating joy for pupils

A WALSALL primary school’s 
staff and pupils have been praised 
in a gleaming Ofsted report. 

Inspectors found leadership, 
teaching, behaviour, pupils’ out¬ 
comes and care for the youngest 
children is outstanding at St Mi¬ 
chael’s Church of England Pri¬ 
mary School in Pelsall. 

The school, which currently 
has 367 pupils on its roll, was vis¬ 
ited by inspectors between May 3 
and May 4. Its head teacher Ros 
Hutchinson was found to have 
‘pursued excellence in every as¬ 
pect’ and that it has improved 
greatly since its last inspection, 
when it was rated good. 


Mrs Hutchinson said: “We are 
absolutely thrilled with the Ofsted 
report because it reflects the hard 
work that the whole community 
has put in over a number of years. 

“We believe our success is due 
to the significant commitment and 
expertise of staff, the continuing 
and unwavering support of par¬ 
ents, and, most importantly, the 
outstanding learning behaviour 
and enthusiasm of our children.” 

Inspectors found the school has 
‘an outstanding curriculum, un¬ 
derpinned by its powerful ethos 
[and] promotes pupils’ spiritual, 
moral, social and cultural devel¬ 
opment exceptionally well.’ 


The school was told to ensure 
that all initiatives are ‘rigorously 
monitored and evaluated’ to en¬ 
sure it maintains its excellent rat¬ 
ings. And it was also told it should 
look to reduce gaps between the 
girls’ and boys’ performance at 
the school. 

It should do this by using strat¬ 
egies to accelerate some boys’ per¬ 
formance and make sure pupils 
undertake more difficult tasks 
when they are able to.Governors 
know the school ‘well and are very 
effective’ and parents have posi¬ 
tive views about their children’s 
progress and welfare, the report 
says.

Lamp post crash 
male driver dies 

A MALE car driver died following a 
collision with a lamp post yesterday 
afternoon. West Midlands Ambulance 
Service (WMAS) were called to the 
crash at the junction of Bridle Lane 
and Chester Road in Streetly, Bir¬ 
mingham shortly before 3.10pm. 

A WMAS spokesman said: “Crews 
arrived to find the car driver, a man, 
in cardiac arrest. An off duty nurse 
and the fire service had already 
started giving the man CPR before 
ambulance staff took over. 

“They administered advanced life 
support and continued treatment 
en-route to the hospital, with two 
firefighters also travelling on the 
ambulance. However, unfortunately 
shortly after arrival at Good Hope 
Hospital it became evident that noth¬ 
ing could be done to save the man.” 

Fears on closure 
of bank aired 

A DARLASTON Councillor has raised 
concerns that the town could be in 
line to lose its only bank, forcing resi¬ 
dents to travel miles. 

Doug James has spoken to the Ex¬ 
press & Star about his fears that the 
Lloyds Bank in Darlaston could be the 
next to be axed as Lloyds continues to 
shut banks up and down the country. 

He said: “Lloyds are looking for fur¬ 
ther closures and they will be looking 
at smaller branches like Darlaston, 
meaning we are under threat. If this 
branch does close then the nearest one 
will be three miles away.” 

A spokesman for Lloyds Bank con¬ 
firmed there were no immediate plans 
to close the Darlaston branch.

SO from now on, Prime Minister’s Ques¬ 
tions will be dominated by squabbles be¬ 
tween Jeremy and May, with Hammond 
sitting in the shadows. 

With such a Top Gear bench, as some¬ 
body once said, what could possibly go 
wrong? 

□ □□ 

SUPPOSE your house looked a bit the 
worse for the passage of time. I know that 
is unlikely, because you maintain your 
property diligently, keep the garden im¬ 
maculate, and scrub your doorstep spot¬ 
less every morning. But just play with me 
for a while on this one. 

Say your property had been allowed to 
decay for a good few years, and needed 
quite a bit of modernisation. 

Nothing serious, it’s still habitable, but 
now it’s 50, maybe 60 years old, there 
are a fair few jobs that need doing; a new 
heating system here, a bit of rewiring 
there, the odd plumbing and damp-proof¬ 
ing job. 

Anyway, an expert says you probably 
need to spend £30,000 on it. Or if you 
ask nicely, his mate Des, who works in 
the demolition trade, will knock the house 
down for a third of that. 

Now how many of you would say 
“That’s a good idea, it will save us 20 
grand on repairs”? Not many I suspect, 
because then there would be the small 
matter of you not having a house at all. 

Yet this is basically what Dudley Coun¬ 
cil is doing, after announcing plans to 
demolish four tower blocks in the Neth- 
erton. 

The council says urgent maintenance 
work will cost £9 million, whereas it would 
cost just £3 million to flatten them and 
pay off the people who live in them. 

People like 90-year-old Lilly Gough, 
who has lived in her flat for half a cen¬ 
tury, and is heartbroken at the prospect 
of leaving. 

Of course, it is hardly the only local au¬ 
thority to adopt this policy. 

Over the past 20 years, tower-block 
flattening seems to have become some¬ 
thing of a municipal sport. People even 
hold street parties to get into the mood. 

A few years ago Wolverhampton Coun¬ 
cil pulled down the flats at Graiseley, and 
later complained of a shortage of one and 
two bedroom properties in the city. 

But back to Netherton, where the 
council will save £6 million but lose 301 
flats. That works out at £19,993 a prop¬ 
erty. I realise the council is strapped for 
cash, but it’s a safe bet it will cost a lot 
more to build 200 new homes. 

We are supposed to be living through 
a housing crisis. We’re told we need to 
build 240,000 new homes a year just to 
stand still. 

Which makes knocking down hundreds 
of homes because they need updating - 
and I suspect partly because they are 
unfashionable - seem very shortsighted 
indeed.

Sheila’s long career 
a real dancing feat 


A celebrated Wolverhampton 
tutor tells reporter JESSICA 
LABHART what it takes to 
have a long career in dance 

SINCE opening her first dance 
school, in Stafford Road, Wolver¬ 
hampton at the age of 14, Sheila 
Groom has gone on to teach hun¬ 
dreds of boys and girls. 

Many of her protegees have gone on 
to secure their own careers in the indus¬ 
try. But what really makes dance such a 
worthwhile career? 

“Well, it began for me really when I was 
five years old. I had whooping cough, and the 
doctor at the time told my parents I should do 
some exercise to try and soothe it. So I started 
going to a very small dance school in Wolver¬ 
hampton, just doing tap, because ballet was a 
bit too far out my parents’ reach financially in 
those days.” 

Sheila, now aged 86, added: “When I was 
around six or seven, I moved schools to be 
taught by Jack Griffiths and Dorothy May. 
That was when I found out about Shirley Tem¬ 
ple, and I would mimic her both in my dancing 
and the costumes that my mother would hand- 
make for me. 

Fees 

“At one point, I’d progressed so much in tap 
that I took the same grade exam as my actual 
teacher, on the same day! That was when my 
parents decided it may be time for me to move 
on. 

“Madame Leminski’s was a ballet school 
based at Birmingham New Street when I 
started taking classes there at 12 years old, 
I think it’s still going, but in Solihull now. I 
went there every day after school - which was 
Prestwood Road School in Heath Town, and 
do a paper round in the morning to pay for 
my dance fees. In my previous dance schools, 
I’d developed a bit of a name for myself but 
at Madame’s, I was a nobody. Not only that, 
but some of the girls that went there had their

own chauffeurs and fur coats. I’d come from 
Bank Street in Park Village - but my mother 
always made sure I looked just as good as the 
wealthy girls - it just took a lot of sewing and 
sequins. My time at Madame’s really drove me 
to work as hard as I could so I could be just 
as good as the more privileged dancers. I used 
to save up all my money so I could go to the 
six week residential session at Maude Wells’ 
school in Forest Gate, London. 

“Ms Wells had said she had followed my ca¬ 
reer since I was an infant and she wanted me 
to go to her from the age of 12, but we couldn’t 
afford it. So every summer I would go to her 
classes, to keep learning and developing. I kept 
going to London in the summer, and stayed at 
Madame’s school until I was 22, whilst run¬ 
ning my own school at the same time. 

“Running the school was dead easy in those 
days, in comparison to how it is now. The ma¬ 


jority of the girls were beginners, so you could 
teach them all the same material at the same 
time. Now, not only are so many girls and boys 
coming to me at different standards, but they 
come with their own expectation of what danc¬ 
ing is, and that doesn’t always match what the 
rigorous training schedule has to be in order 
for them to pass the proper exams. 

“Now, I often ask the students to bring in a 
piece of music they want to dance to, particu¬ 
larly for their freestyle exams, so I can chop it 
and change it and create steps that go with it. 
We didn’t really have that kind of freedom in 
the old days. 

“When I was 23, I got married and decided 
to have a family. Though I was asked to be¬ 
come an official examiner for the national 
dance board at that time, I declined it because 
I didn’t want to neglect my two young sons or 
my husband, so I really focussed on my char¬ 


ity work, and got involved in the Newsvendors 
Benevolent Fund ‘Old Ben’ as well as the may¬ 
or’s various charities throughout the years 
and later, the MS society. 

Among Sheila’s achievements are the Brit¬ 
ish Empire Medal she was awarded two years 
ago. But she said: “For me, it’s all about the 
children. 

“I’ve always believed that, whether you 
make a career out of it or not, dance will set 
you in good stead for the rest of your life. Just 
being able to listen and interpret and enjoy 
music, being able to follow instruction, hav¬ 
ing the discipline and commitment to attend 
classes, and aiming to achieve the best you can 
are skills that everyone still needs, even today. 

“Dance is something that everyone can do, 
but it takes a lot of hard work to do it well, 
and like anything in life, the amount of effort 
you put in is translated into the result you get 
at the end.” 

Result 

Sheila is a life member of both the Royal 
Academy of Dance and the International 
Dance Teachers Association, an Associate 
Member of the Imperial Society of Teachers 
of Dancing and a Member of the Guild of Pro¬ 
fessional Teachers of Dance, Movement to 
Music and Dramatic Arts. She has a Certifi¬ 
cate of Excellence from the Mayor of the City 
of Wolverhampton, a Bronze Award from the 
Multiple Sclerosis Society for charity work and 
the Samaritan Award from the Newsvendors 
Benevolent Fund. 

But it has not been without its mishaps, as 
she explains: “When I was performing at the 
Grand in the pantomime in the 1940s, a group 
of lads I used to go ice-skating with decided to 
come and watch the show. Except, when they 
arrived, they stole one of the applause boxes 
from the side of the stage, so whenever I ap¬ 
peared on stage, there was this thunderous 
applause - which was highly embarrassing! 

“On another occasion, I had this ballet cos¬ 
tume which was threaded with fairy lights. 
Whilst I was dancing, the lights fused, and in 
the confusion I performed a grand jete (a bal¬ 
let leap) but in the wrong direction, so I ended 
up facing the back of the stage.”

UNCUT grass on a central reservation 
of a dual carriageway is a ‘serious dan¬ 
ger’ for motorists and residents, it has 
been claimed. 

The grass on the reservation, on 
Watling Street, Newtown, Brownhills 
has not been cut since last year and 
Mrs Sylvia Jackson says the problem 
is a nightmare for residents. 

She claims the road is already a 
problem for those living nearby due 
to heavy traffic and speeding and that 
the overgrown grass issue ‘needs fix¬ 
ing’ for their safety and to prevent an 
accident. She said: “It is absolutely ri¬ 
diculous, this is a serious danger and it 


is so easy to solve. I have complained 
to Highways England on June 10 but 
nothing has been done about it yet. 
The road gets so busy at times, it is full 
not just with cars but lorries and vans. 

“Those of us who live here are used 
to the grass problem now and we know 
our way around it, but we still have to 
be careful. 

“People who don’t live here aren’t 
going to know what to do so that could 
cause a serious problem. 

“It needs fixing and I don’t know 
why it hasn’t been done yet.” 

Mrs Jackson says that the problem 
is one of many residents living next to 


the dual carriageway, on the border of 
Walsall and Staffordshire, face. 

She expressed her concerns about 
litter and speeding, claiming she felt as 
though the town had ‘fell off the map’ 
due its location on the border. 

She said: “We are right on the bor¬ 
der and it feels like we have fell off the 
map. 

“We have this overgrown grass 
on the reservation, litter is dropped 
everywhere from motorists and the 
cars are going by at such speed, it is a 
worry, especially for parents, because 
children have to walk by such a busy 
road.”

IMPROVEMENTS are still re¬ 
quired at a Walsall primary 
school two years after an educa¬ 
tion watchdog demanded perfor¬ 
mance get better. 

Croft Primary, which caters for 
245 pupils, was last week given a lev¬ 
el-three rating of ‘Requires Improve¬ 
ment’ after Ofsted carried out an in¬ 
spection over two days in June. 

It is the same rating handed to the school 
in 2014 and the watchdog has pointed to 
frequent changes in staffing as to why im¬ 
provement has been hindered. 

Pupils’ standards were still deemed not 
good enough while youngsters were found 
to have ‘gaps’ in their understanding. 

In the latest report, Her Majesty’s In¬ 
spector Martyn Pye, and Ofsted inspector 
Susan Plant said: “Standards at the end of 
key stage 2 in reading, writing and mathe¬ 
matics, while rising, remain too low. 


“This is because, over time, pupils’ pro¬ 
gress has been hampered by variations in 
the quality of teaching, especially across key 
stage 2. Since the previous inspection there 
have many changes of staff and this has 
restricted the pace of school improvement. 

“This means that pupils have reached 
upper key stage 2 with gaps in their un¬ 
derstanding in some subjects. “Currently, 
pupils do not have enough opportunities to 
apply key literacy and numeracy skills in 
meaningful ways.” 

However the watchdog did credit the cur¬ 
rent school bosses for being ‘capable’ and 
‘ambitious’ whilst creating stability at Croft 
Academy. “They understand the school’s 
position, but are still developing systems 
to gather detailed information about the 
school’s work,” the report added. 

Travis Latham of the Elliott Foundation 
which runs the school, said: ‘I am pleased 
that Ofsted has recognised the continued 
improvement at Croft academy.” 


Big revamp 
for estate 
underway 

THE first work has started 
on multi-million pound re¬ 
generation of Heath Town, 
which aims to revamp one 
of the most rundown estates 
in Wolverhampton. 

Pre-demolition enabling 
works have started on site, 
while the process of appoint¬ 
ing a developer will begin 
soon. It will cost £5 million 
for the enabling works and 
demolition to get the site 
ready for development. 

The estate is set to be 
transformed with new hous¬ 
ing, refurbished homes, and 
improved leisure space. 

Work involves demolish¬ 
ing some buildings to make 
way for new development. 

Phase one of the ena¬ 
bling works is taking place 
on Hobgate Road and is ex¬ 
pected to be completed by 
September, with demolition 
of walkways and garages 
due to start by the end of 
the year. 

The second phase will 
focus on Chervil Rise, with 
enabling works on this part 
of the estate due to start in 
spring 2017.

Pupil, 5, put in isolation 
over beads safety fears 

A FIVE-YEAR-OLD girl was 
put in isolation at her prima¬ 
ry school for having beads 
in her hair - a punishment 
branded ‘ridiculous’ by her 
mother. 

Miah-Lee Walters arrived as 
usual at Pheasey Park Farm Pri¬ 
mary near Great Barr on Monday 
July 4. 

But when teachers saw she had 
beads in her hair they telephoned her 
mother Andrena Walters immediately 
to say they needed to be taken out for 
safety reasons. 

Miss Walters, 25, a dental nurse 
formally of Great Barr but now of Bil- 
ston, initially agreed until Miah-Lee 
came home at the end of the day re¬ 
vealing she had been put in isolation 
away from her friends for the day. 

Distraught 

She said: “Miah came and told me 
she had been isolated for an entire day 
and made to do colouring. She had 
to stand outside with a teacher and 
watch all of the other kids play. 

“She was really upset and distraught 
at not being allowed to be with her 
friends. How is her hairstyle affecting 
her learning, that’s what I want some¬ 
body to explain. It is ridiculous.” 

Miss Walters who is of Jamaican or¬ 
igin has now decided to take a stand 
over the matter. Initially she sent Mi¬ 
ah-Lee into school knowing she would 
have to spend the day on her own but 
now has risked criminal action by re¬ 
fusing to send her in. She claims since

Majority 
ignore risk 
to mobiles 

A TOTAL of 70 per cent of 
people in the West Midlands 
do not consider their mobile 
phone to be at risk of cyber 
attacks, according to a new 
study. 

Many people are also not 
aware of the types of attack 
their phone might be vul¬ 
nerable to and are not using 
security to protect their 
phone from this growing 
risk. 

The research, carried out 
by firm 360 Security re¬ 
vealed that just seven per 
cent of people are worried 
about a cyber attack, with 
32 per cent expressing no 
concerns over a breach in 
their personal security. 

The revelation comes as 
recent statistics, released 
by the security firm, showed 
that there are more than 
1,000 cyber attack attempts 
every day on UK android 
phones alone. A spokesman 
said: “The truth is, smart¬ 
phones are at greater risk 
from cyber attack as they 
are used more frequently 
and widely than laptops and 
desktop computers.”

Summer fall for 
property prices 
after Ell result 


THE price of property coming to 
the market in England and Wales 
has fallen 0.9 per cent - £2,647 
- this month according to Right- 
move. 

The West Midlands saw a fall of 
1.6 per cent with the average house 
price at £205,951, which is up 2.9 per 
cent from the July 2015 average of 
£200,129. 

Figures from Rightmove show that buyer 
demand in the two weeks since the surprise 
EU referendum result is consistent with 
2014 although down on 2015. 

The same period last year benefitted sub¬ 
stantially from a post-election boost. 

Most agents report market momentum 
continuing due to shortage of suitable prop¬ 
erty for sale, buyers fearful of missing out 
on scarce choice and affordability and avail¬ 
ability of low mortgage rates. 

Miles Shipside, Rightmove director and 


housing market analyst, said: “As far as 
the price of property coming to market is 
concerned, the fall of 0.9 per cent is within 
the range that we have seen at this time of 
year since 2010. 

“With the onset of the summer holiday 
season new sellers typically price more 
conservatively and the average drop in 
the month of July is 0.4 per cent over the 
last six years. Perhaps unsurprisingly this 
July’s fall is marginally larger, as political 
turbulence has a track record of unsettling 
sentiment.” 

In the run-up to and immediate after- 
math of the referendum there was an un¬ 
derstandable drop-off in buyer enquiries. 
In the last two weeks post-referendum, 
compared to 2015, enquiries to agents from 
buyers are down by 16 per cent. Mr Ship- 
side said: “Housing markets do not like un¬ 
certainty, with positive sentiment typically 
driven by confidence and momentum, sup¬ 
ported by low borrowing costs.”

Ticket to the past 
with Great war bus 


FROM the camps where 
soldiers prepared for bat¬ 
tle in the Great War to the 
place where hundreds of 
troops have since been 
laid to rest. 

Free bus tours will run 
through Cannock Chase stop¬ 
ping off at the locations which 
played a part in the First World 
War, as well as the area’s mili¬ 
tary cemeteries. 

The trips will be part of the 
second stage of the Reaching Out 
Arms - The Story of WW1 on Can¬ 
nock Chase project. It has been 
secured thanks to a £9,500 grant 
from the Heritage Lottery Fund 
awarded jointly to the Friends of 
Cannock Chase and the Cannock 
Chase Area of Outstanding Natu¬ 
ral Beauty (AONB) team. 

The tours will stop off at the two 
main military camp sites at Broc¬ 
ton Camp and Rugeley Camp (also 
called Penkridge Bank Camp), as 
well as the Great War Hut which 
housed the training soldiers. The

two camps were created on Can¬ 
nock Chase in the autumn of 1914, 
providing accommodation for 
40,000 men at one time. 

Cannock Chase still has exten¬ 
sive archaeological remains of 
both camps, including hut bases, 
former roads and railways that 
survive within the existing foot¬ 
path network or as earthwork fea¬ 
tures. Items from the excavations 
can be seen on display at Marquis 
Drive Visitor Centre and at The 
Museum of Cannock Chase. 

After the First World War, the 
camps’ huts were left empty. They 
were later dismantled and many 
were sold to locals who used them 
as workshops, houses and even a 
village parish hall. 

In 2006 the Friends of Cannock 
Chase re-erected a hut next to Can¬ 
nock Chase Visitor Centre with the 
interior fitted out as it would have 
looked inl916. 


Trevor Warburton, from the 
Friends of Cannock Chase, said: 
“Our fully accessible guided bus 
tour of Cannock Chase AONB will 
be stopping at several key locations 
for a short tour and history by one 
of our expert volunteers.” 

Recently it was announced that 
the Heritage Lottery Fund had 
pledged a £96,000 grant to con¬ 
duct a hi-tech research project 
using LIDAR (light detection and 
ranging) equipment to unearth the 
hidden World War One practice 
trenches which have since been 
buried by decades of vegetation. 

Next year an event will take 
place to commemorate the cente¬ 
nary of the Battle of Messines, a 
conflict which, it emerged, Can¬ 
nock Chase was closely linked to 
after model terrain of the Belgium 
town was discovered in 2012. It 
had been used to train troops. 

The next bus tour will take place 
on Saturday, July 30, departing 
from Penkridge Railway Station at 
10am and returning at 3pm. Those

Thousands 
of homes 
lose power 

OVER 12,000 homes in Walsall were 
left without power after a power cut 
in the borough. 

Homes in Bloxwich, Rushall, Go- 
scote and Aldridge were all affected 
on Monday morning. 

Western Power Distribution say 
the power went down due to a fault 
with an underground cable. All of the 
12,000-or-so homes bar one had their 
power back within the hour. 

The power cut happened around 
9am, with power restored by 10am. 

Michael Clarke, a spokesman for 
Western Power, said: “The 12,000 
properties had their power back up 
within the hour. All bar one property 
was back up by 10am. The reason for 
the power cut was a fault with an un¬ 
derground cable.” 

Meanwhile, in Tipton, 5,000 homes 
were left without power after a cable 
exploded under a street. 

A van and wall were damaged when 
the power cable exploded under Park 
Lane West, where fire crews cordoned 
off a section of the pavement. 

Western Power Distribution is in¬ 
vestigating what caused the explosion. 

No injuries were reported. Fire 
crews had arrived at the scene just 
after 9.15am.

Dawn has to rethink 
her whole future 


W ho was it that claimed there 
are no good roles for women 
over a certain age, and that 
females are under-represented in TV 
drama? 

Clearly they haven’t been watching 
British telly recently, where the likes of 
Happy Valley, Vera, Marcella and From 
Darkness, to name but a few, have 
garnered acclaim and great ratings in 
equal measure. 

Brief Encounters, which started four 
weeks ago, can now be added to that 
impressive list. 

Set in the drab surroundings of the 
unemployment-hit Sheffield of 1982, it 
charts the lives of a group of women as 
they attempt to spice up their existences 
and earn extra, much-needed money by 
hosting parties selling exotic lingerie 
and what are euphemistically described 
as ‘marital aids’. 

One of the few members of the cast 
who remember the period in which 
the series is set is Penelope Wilton 
who, in 1982, was appearing in Major 
Barbara at London’s National Theatre. 

“Major Barbara was directed by 
Peter Gill and was a wonderful play by 


Shaw,” says Wilton when asked for her 
memories of that era. “I was at the 
National for a long time. 

“We didn’t have social media but 
there were a lot of other things going 
on. No one was innocent after the war. 
I think it was a more informed time. 

I’m not entirely sure that more 
availability has made anyone any 
more informed - in fact, quite the 
contrary.” 

The Downton Abbey veteran plays 
Pauline, a housewife who loves her 
social-climbing husband Brian but is 
unfulfilled by her meek and mild role 
in life. 

“She has been the stay-at-home 
wife without seemingly much going on 
in her life,” explains Wilton. “She’s quite 
a solitary person who seems to have 
a sadness about her. She meets other 
friends; they have coffee and attend 
the odd Rotary Club dinner or play 
Bridge. She feels there is nothing 
remarkable about her as a person. 

She has simply fitted in. 

“Pauline lives this solitary life, but 
she comes to realise with the friends 
she has made through the parties that 


she has a support, which she is very 
grateful for.” 

Pauline would have loved to have 
been a mother, and her relationship 
with Dawn gives her an opportunity to 
create a sort of surrogate family, which 
is one of the delights of the 
programme. 

“Her relationship with Dawn, who 
she meets in the hairdresser’s, 
becomes very important,” reveals the 
actress. “Dawn needs a temporary 
home so Pauline takes her in and 
finds she really enjoys having these 
younger people in the house. 

“It doesn’t go down very well with 
her husband Brian who is used to 
having things in order and an ordered 
lifestyle. Then this new situation 
disrupts his world. But, of course, it 
gives Pauline a role to play and she 
finds that very invigorating and 
satisfying.” 

In this week’s episode, she will no 
doubt have to offer Dawn a shoulder 
to cry on and a few well-chosen 
comforting words as her lodger learns 
that Russell is beginning to get cold 
feet about their wedding.

The charge of the electric 
vehicle galloping ahead

Sales of electric and plug-in hybrid 
vehicles are about to take off, and the 
AA predicts that more than 500,000 
of these alternatively-powered cars 
will be on UK roads by 2020. 

The AA believes that dispelling the myths 
surrounding the costs associated with run¬ 
ning these sorts of vehicles could help in¬ 
crease these estimates significantly. 

To aid this process, the AA has partnered with 
Chargemaster, the UK’s leading electric vehicle 
(EV) charging infrastructure provider, to provide 
support and access to a growing network of UK 
charge points. 

Revolution 

AA president, Edmund King, said: “We think 
that the EV revolution is about to take off and we 
want to help consumers understand the benefits 
of low-cost, low-emission driving and to show 
them it is accessible and affordable. 

“Per mile driven, an EV is five times cheaper 
than the average petrol car and carries no vehicle 
excise duty.” 

The partnership will provide EV owners with a 
range of benefits including home charging units, 
and access to thousands of charging points at 
preferential rates. 

The organisations will also begin expanding 
the number of domestic and public charging 
points around the country. 

Chargemaster is currently installing 40 of its 
latest 50KW Ultrachargers in London -which are 
capable of charging an EV in less than 30 minutes 
- quadrupling the number of charge points within 
the M25 in the process. 


AA research reveals there are a number of bar¬ 
riers and misconceptions surrounding EV owner¬ 
ship, such as their high purchase price, durability 
of battery and the availability of public charge 
points. 

David Martell, Chargemaster CEO, points out 
that availability of charging points at a destination 
is a significant barrier to EV ownership, a concern 
that worried 81 per cent of AA respondents. 


“We want to change that perception. This new 
relationship with the AA will see hundreds more 
AA branded charging points installed,” he said. 

“They’ll go in at AA-rated hotels and other ac¬ 
cessible public places such as supermarkets, 
public car parks and town centres, while we will 
be embarking on a public awareness campaign 
to show that charging a vehicle at home is neither 
difficult or costly.”

Facelifted 
Volvo V40 
ticks all 
the boxes 

By Ian Donaldson 


IMAGINE the product planning team at Vol¬ 
vo HQ in Sweden when the best-selling V40 
range came up for discussion. 

Introduced in 2012, it had been on sale long 
enough for a mid-term facelift - the sort of modest 
budget update that keeps the car on a potential pur¬ 
chaser’s radar. 

You could make an industry-wide tick list, such is the de¬ 
gree of similarity among the carmakers of the world. It might 
go like this for the Volvo: 

• New lights and radiator grille (biggest 
visual change without messing about 
expensively with the bodywork). TICK. 

• New paint colours (five of them; four of 
those different blues). TICK. 

• New designs of alloy wheel. Eight of 
those. TICK. 

• New interior trim (with the choice of 

a woven look from a motor show one-off). 

TICK. 

• New level of connectivity (allowing your mobile phone 
to talk to the car). TICK. 

Volvo then deviated a bit from the updating bible with 
a simplified and newly names series of trim levels, 
introduced a new petrol engine to the V40 Cross Country 
range and fettled the already low emissions diesel Drive-E 
engine. 

That now produces a fine 89g/km - down from 94g/km 
- and qualifies for more modest company car tax (18 per 
cent). 

Comfortably more than one in three of all the new Volvos 
sold in the UK has a V40 badge, so its continuing success is 
vital to the company’s bottom line. 

Sales 

So the fact that by far the biggest slice of V40 sales go not 
to the cheapest grade (now called Momentum) or the next 
up the line (Inscription) but to the trim level called R-Design, 
which brings a bit of a butch look with different grille, twin 
exhaust pipes and cosmetic rear diffuser (very FI), along 
with 17ins alloys, sporty seats, wheel, pedals and floor mats 
(!), along with an illuminated gear knob. 

The R-Design cars will take an estimated 42 per cent of 
sales and start at £22,345 for a T2 petrol engine (1969cc and 
120bhp) although the most popular power unit across the 
entire V40 range is going to be the D2 diesel, that appeals 
in spades to company car uses (thank its ultra low 89g/km 
emissions for that). 

Second biggest seller will be entry-level Momentum cars, 
starting at £20,255 with the T2 petrol engine on board, but 
at a predicted 16 per cent of sales, they will be a long way 
behind their dearer R-Design siblings. 

Volvo and safety go together like egg and chips and for 
years the V40 was the safest car ever rated by the European 
crash test group. 

Volvo gives a little smile when it says it now ranks only 
second - to another Volvo (the newer and much bigger 
XC90). 


Safety 

So this latest V40 continues to come as standard with 
brakes that put themselves on at up to 31mph if the driver 
ignores a potential crash ahead and the world’s first pedes¬ 
trian airbag, that explodes from the rear of the bonnet to 
cushion the blow in an accident. 

The latest V40 has updates to its Volvo On Call sys¬ 
tem that makes it compatible with Windows 10 and lets 
smartphone users remotely lock and unlock the doors, 
find the car on a map (or supermarket car park) and 
flash the lights and sound the horn - yes, that’s my car over 
there. 

Out in a new Momentum grade V40 with the D2 diesel 
engine, just dropping into the car back instantly the feel of a 
modern Volvo; from firm and shapely contours of the seats 
to no-nonsense graphics on the instrument panel and a sol¬ 
idly sensible approach to the business of getting about in 
comfort and safety. 

The on-paper performance of this D2 1969cc 118bhp die¬ 
sel (118mph and 0- 62mph in 10.5 seconds) looks modest 
but the car pulls cleanly and quietly from almost any speed 
and would gobble up motorway miles. 

As ever, the official fuel consumption figure is highly opti¬ 
mistic (better than 84mpg) but the 52.9mpg recorded on the 
test drive was probably a bit on the pessimistic side. 

Not bad anyway and combined with that low, low emis¬ 
sions count promising a wallet friendly time for its probable 
business user driver.

Young boxing hopefuls 
get Carter treatment 


RICHIE Carter has joined forces with 
Wolverhampton Boxing Club in a move 
that will double the fight factory’s num¬ 
bers. 

He’s returning to his roots at their Willenhall 
Road site after starring as a youngster at na¬ 
tional level himself as an unpaid fighter. 

Hailing from nearby East Park, Carter represented 
the now-defunct Bilston outfit that his late father 
Alan ran and claimed a full national title in the 1987 
junior ABA competition. 

He then boxed for England before turning pro at 
middleweight, featuring another 12 times with 10 
wins and just one loss before hanging up his gloves 
in 1992. 

He returned to the sport 20 years later to form his 
own club, Richie Carter’s Golden Gloves, which was 
based in Essington before moving to Wolverhampton. 

A fire that gutted the Bushbury Weights and Fit¬ 
ness Centre, where they were tenants, in May left 
him and his members homeless. 

Impetus 

Now 45, Carter is hoping to bring further impetus 
to a new-look regime, with his fighters set to double 
the carded combatants ahead of the new season. 

The coaching staff will also multiply , with Wolver¬ 
hampton BC - the oldest club in the city having cel¬ 
ebrated its 80th birthday - looking to get busy again 
after a period of mourning. 

Former president, secretary and treasurer John 
Thomas passed away last September. The 77-year- 
old had served for 40 years and was regarded as their 
front of house. 

His memory lives on, as does the heritage of the 
club. Apart from Wolves, it is the only organisation 
permitted to use the City of Wolverhampton crest.

Carter, who has become a successful businessman 
and a married father-of-two since calling time on 
fighting, feels proud to be given the opportunity to 
help lead the club into the future. 

He said: “To be honest, I felt like jacking it all in 
when our gym burned down. My lads have had to 
train all over the shop. 

“Me and the trustees at Wolverhampton got in 
touch through mutual friends. We had a meeting and 
it’s all gone on from there. 

“This was an easy choice and something to get ex¬ 
cited about. It’s a challenge for me. This is one of the 
oldest boxing establishments going. 

“I want to do them justice and that means getting 
champions out of here in the near future. I know my¬ 
self how hard is to run a boxing club now and many 
hands make light work. At points, I never had the 
time to coach. 

“I haven’t yet proved how good I can be. I’ve been 
to the top and I wanted to take others there. Now I 
can concentrate on getting these lads and this club 
back to where it belongs. 

“I’m Wolverhampton through and through, every¬ 
one knows me around here and I hope I’ll get a good 


response from the local people. I loved ‘Tommo’, as 
we all did. I remember even when I was a pro he used 
to help me out and give me the keys to the gym so I 
could train during the day. 

“Myself, the people who are already there and those 
who are coming with me all bring something to the 
table. I expect an extra 10 per cent from everyone 
now.” 

Carter will transfer his 10 carded fighters over 
to his new allegiance, with plans to add more of his 
prospects as they are cleared in the autumn. Wolver¬ 
hampton are looking to add a double-figure number 
themselves. 

One of Carter’s right-hand men, Gary Sands, is 
joining him with his younger brother David expected 
to help out. Tony Evans and Wayne Clenton will do 
likewise, after taking a course. 

Clearance 

Dennis Stephenson, Graham McFayden, George 
Murrin and Marcus Ashman - who doubles up as 
matchmaker - are already on the coaching staff, with 
Lee Coldicott also awaiting clearance. 

Gary Bate and Nick Griffiths are fully qualified 
but have been serving in behind-the-scenes roles, as 
temporary secretary and treasurer respectively, after 
George Langford left through ill-health. 

Carter will get down to business on Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays. The juniors are put through 
their paces from 6pm to 7pm, before the seniors train 
until 8.30pm. Ashman runs the same set-up on Tues¬ 
days and Thursdays, around sparring on Wednesday 
evenings with other clubs. 

Advanced classes are held on Thursday nights and 
Saturday mornings for the carded fighters. All pay 
just £3 each time. 

They train in an Olympic-sized ring once used by 
Amir Khan, who donated it to the club after training 
through those ropes for the 2004 Games in Athens.

WALSALL have snapped up striker Sim¬ 
eon Jackson on a two-year deal. 

The 29-year-old, who has won 47 caps 
for Canada, joins on a free transfer after 
leaving Blackburn Rovers at the end of 
last season. He will wear Walsall’s num¬ 
ber nine shirt - left vacant by Tom Brad¬ 
shaw following his move to Barnsley. 

Jackson forged a reputation as a pro¬ 
lific goalscorer early in his career with 
Rushden & Diamonds and Gillingham. 

He then joined Norwich in the sum¬ 
mer of 2010 for £600,000 and scored 21 
goals in 85 appearances for the Canaries. 

Since then, Jackson has had spells at 
Millwall, Coventry and Barnsley. 

But he has struggled for goals in re¬ 
cent years, scoring just six in his last 60 
appearances. Now he is aiming to get 
back to score sheet regularly after being 
impressed by boss Jon Whitney. 

“Fve had a look around place and I get 
a really good vibe so it feels great to have 
signed,” the striker said. “I want to play 
as many games as I can, score goals and 
cause defenders problems.” 

Bradshaw, who scored 40 goals in 86 
games for the Saddlers, hopes his move 
to the Championship - for a fee believed 
to be around £650,000, will improve his 
prospects of playing for Wales.

STILL ON BALL 



A LEADING football academy 
run by former Walsall favour¬ 
ite Martin O’Connor has a new 
home after teaming up with a 
Cannock school. 

The Martin O’Connor Education & Foot¬ 
ball Academy, which runs in partnership with 
Chasetown FC, is moving from The Scholars 
Ground to Norton Canes High School. 

Launched last year, the academy aims to de¬ 
velop players for Chasetown’s first team, while 
also providing them with the qualifications 
needed to have successful careers in sport and 
business. 

Run similar to youth set-ups at professional 
clubs, players train in the morning before head¬ 
ing into the classroom in the afternoon. 

Develop 

But such has been its rapid growth over the 
past 12 months, O’Connor required a new home 
that would provide first-class facilities both in 
sporting terms and academically. 

“The academy has done fantastically well in 
it’s first year,” he said. “Football wise we fin¬ 
ished third in the Football Conference Youth Al¬ 
liance. But we need to develop and improve our 
facilities and standards. I want us to progress. 

“The partnership with Norton Canes High 
School - which is a really progressive school - 
fits fantastically well. 

“When I spoke to the headteacher, I realised 
the school has the same aims and targets as what 
I have for my academy. So we came to a decision 
that it would benefit both parties if we joined 
forces.” 

O’Connor, now aged 48, said: “Of the courses 
we ran last season, 32 lads passed and we have 


one result pending. We believe we will have a 100 
per cent pass rate. The GCSE results come out in 
August and we expect to do well there. 

“The attendance is 95 per cent so, for me, it’s a 
really great thing to be a part of. We are football 
academy but it’s not about football. It’s educa¬ 
tion that drives us.” 

O’Connor believes teaming up with the school 


will be hugely beneficial for his young players. 
“We will still be playing under Chasetown in the 
FAYA,” he said. “But we need better facilities 
and Norton Canes offers us better facilities.” 

Headteacher Sara Birchall said: “The academy 
is going to be fully integrated into the school so 
we are going to benefit from their expertise and 
professional coaching with Martin.”
